MAKING MANY ELABORATE PLANS 
J. P. Walker, special agent of tho rural route delivery department 


of tho postofflce bureau arrived In the city on Tuesday night to look over 
the field with a view of laying out thirty-five now routes which are now run 
twenty odd routes that are now running will fully equip tho county with 
one of the most complete systems that any county now has. 


WILL TAKE MUCH TIME 
Mr. Walker will only remain InJancsvlllo for a few clays now but 


will return next week at whlcu time ho will begin laying out tho propos- 
ed routes and by tho aid of the county maps and information ho can se- 
cure from the farmers living in tho surrounding country through which they 
will pass. 
He anticipates that it will take fully three months to complete 
his work here and that when it is finished It will bo most satisfactory to 
all concerned.' 
Ho will remain In Jancsvlllo until his work is over and 
•the routes are In running order.

The start for this work has already been made by the establishing of 
about twenty routes throughout the county 
that 
were placed in opera-

British and German Forces Take Pos- 


session of Venzuelan 


Warships. 


Caracas, Dec. 10.—The comblnci 


British and German fleet have seized 
the Venezuelan 'fleet, composed of four 
warships, In tho harbor of La Guayra 


All German and British subjects In 


Caracas liavo 
been arrested. The 


coming of the arrests so soon after the 
hurried departure'of the reprcsenta 
tires of Germany and England Is taken 
to be moro than a coincidence. The 
belief Is that both envoys had advance 
Information regarding Preuldent Gas 
tro's Intent and decided to get out of 
tho.way. 


The going of the envoys was a sur- 


prise, for It was expected they would 
wait at least long enough to give the 
government a chance to reply. Tho 
action was unusual and puzzling. 


Few British Citizens. 


There are comparatively few white 


Btltlsh subjects here—probably less 
than fifty. The Caracas-La Gimyra 
railroad Is a British concern and Its 
general manager and other high offi- 
cials are Englishmen. There are some 
English engineers on the line. 


Other Englishmen are employed In 


commercial and Industrial 
pursuits 


and Englishmen are found among the 
clerical force of commercial houses. 
There are a large number of natives 
of tho British West Indian Islands In 
Venezuela, and quite a 
number of 


these latter in Caracaii. The Island 
ers are negroes, with few exceptions. 
A census of 1894 gives 0,154 British 
subjects In Venezuela. 
This number 


Includes a great many of the Islanders, 
an well as tho British population in 
the territory awarded to Great Brit- 
ain. 


Germans In Evidence. 


The Germans In Caracas are much 


more'numerous. 
They are found at 


the head of Important 
commercial 


houses and banking-Institutions. The 
German custom of bringing out clerks 
from the fatherland accounts for the 
presence of many young Germans In 
the Venezuelan capital. The. railroad 
from Caracas to Valencia Is a German 
concern. 
It is officered by Germans 


and Germans are employed by the rail- 
road company In minor . capacities. 
There are also a number of German 
merchants and German clerks at La 
Guayra, and German 
subjects 
arc 


found In almost every Important town 
of the republic, engaged In commercial 
pursuits. 
The rcnsus of 1894 places 
tno numoer ot Germans in 'Venezuela 
at 962. 


Departure of the Envoys. 


The British minister to Venezuela, 


W. H. D. Haggard, and tho German 
charge d'affaires, Herr von Pilgrim- 
Baltazzi, left Caracas for La Guayru. 
where Mr. Haggard went on board 
the British cruiser Retribution and 
tlerr von PHgrlm-Baltazzl boarded the 
German cruiser Vlneta. The German 
and British legations In-Caracas were 
closed; consequently the members of 
the legation staffs of these countries 
are not Included among the men ar- 
rested. 


Grant Duffy, secretary to Minister 


Haggard, and tho chancellor ot the 
British legation, Mr. Godfrey, left Car- 
acas with the British minister. 


Castro Stands Pat. 


President Castro was asked what he 


Intended to do In view of the critical 
situation brought about by the attitude 
of Great Britain and Germany. 
He 


said: 


"Enforce our rights and explain to 


the world that Venezuela has laws, 
and prove that we have never denied 
our engagements." 


Regarding the presentation of the 


lemands of those governments, Pros- 
dent Castro said he did not consider 
hat an ultimatum had been present- 
ed. He said "requests" had been re* 
celved from Great Britain and Ger- 
many to settle claims held by citizens 
of those countries against Venezuela. 


When asked what courso he would 


pursue in case those countries should 
declare a blockade, President Castro 
declined to commit himself. 


Departure Surprises. 


Regarding the reply ho would make 


o the requests presented by the Brit- 
sh and German envoys, the president 
said, after reflecting a moment: 


"The Venezuelan government Is as- 
onlshed that after the notes which 
were transmitted to It by tho diplo- 
matic representatives of Germany and 
Great Britain, these envoys should 
eave Caracas without awaiting tho 
•eply of the Venezuelan government.

Never Refused Payment. 


"The 
Venezuelan 
government," 


'resident Castro continued, "has not 
ecelved 
any 
ultimatum, properly 


peaking, but rather simultaneous re- 
quests from Great Britain and Ger- 
many. The claims Great Britain asks 
his government to settle are small 
nd up to the present time we have 
riot been aware of them. Never having 
een presented, Venezuela has conse- 
luently never refused to settle them. 
Great Britain's action therefore, is 
without justification. 


"The Venezuelan government can- 
ot decide on foreign claims before 
he revolution has 
b««n entirely 
crushed. 
. After nine weeks of debate the Ver- 
mont legislature pased a high license 
ocal option bill with referendum.

Senator Spooner remained silent on the question until the Rock county 
delegation wrote and asked him to accept re-election which now but neeus 
the formal ratification of the republicans of the legislature. 


SPOONER REPLIES TO REQUEST

It would be well to have T. S. Nolan, 
chairman of the Republican commit-

time to the duties of his office slight 
errors aro almost unavoidable. He did 
not believe'that aldermen should be 
condemned until tho facts were known 
beyond doubt. 
He believed that ev- 


ery expenditure of the city should bo 
published by the dally papers of Jan- 
esvlllo and that tho city should pay 
for such publication. 


SInco It Is undeniable that the alder- 


men cannot devote all of their time 
to the duties of their positions tho rem- 
edy, he said. Is for each citizen to de- 
vote a part of his time to tho Inves- 
tigation of these matters and to make 
a personal attempt to better condit- 
ions. 
He believed that tho expenses 


of the city aro too high. Tho remedy 
would be a detailed account of 
the 
city's expenditures. 
Father Gcebol discussed Janesville 


Conditions in Educational and Edu- 
cational morals. 
He did not favor 


criticism of a city government. He 
did not favor publication of articles 
In the press reflecting on tho city 
government. Nothing but good should 
be held up before the citizens and be- 
fore people from elsewhere. 
If con- 


ditions need Improvement, it is well 
to make a united effort against it 
But this effort should not be made by 
acting against public officials. 
The 


attack should be aimed against the 
root of tho trouble. 


Attention was called to
